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A NEW SPECIES OF MONOGENEANS FROM GILLS OF RUTILUS RUTILUS GASPIGUS

SUMMARY 

A new species Dactylogyrus turaliensis from Rutilus rutilus caspicus is described. The new 
species differs from the close species D. crucifer in size and shape of chitinoid formations by 
6 characters. Its distribution seems to be limited by the Aral-Caspian basin.
